Last spring, the baseball and golf teams' 
record breaking seasons received not only a 
closer look but national spotlight attention. 
With each crack of the bat and swing of the 
club, these teams gained win after win, 
showing that great strength and fierce 
determination pay off. 

The baseball team began its quest for 
the school's first baseball state 
championship since 1956 with its game 
against No. 3-seed Itawamba Indians. 
Game after game the Bears fought for the 
title earning 3rd in the state, 12th in the 
nation and currently holding the school 
record for wins. "The key to such a 
successful season," said head coach Butch 
Holmes, "was good sophomore leadership 
coupled with the fact that this team proved 
to be the best SMCC has had in over 30 
years." 

Along with being the first team to the 
state tournament in 35 years, sophomore 
outfielder, Stephen Bryant, made another 


first for the Bears. Bryant earned a closer 
look as he was named an Academic All- 
American. Holding a 4.0 GPA, Bryant 
made the Bears' starting lineup in his 
freshman and sophomore years and w 7 as 
selected for the All-State second team and 
the Distinguished All-American honors. 

The baseball team wasn't the only team 
shattering records, the golf team also 
fought its way into the national spotlight. 
After finishing undefeated in all eight 
tournaments, the team headed to 
Chautauqua, New York to play in the 
National Junior College Tournament. 
Competing against more than 200 golfers, 
the golf team landed 14th in the nation.

Academics and career-technical 
education comprise the two major 
divisions of classes on campus. 
Students even earn separate degrees, 
A A for academic graduates or AS for 
technical graduates, making clear 
distinctions between the two. 
However, career-technical and 
a cademics cross inside classrooms as 
students from both areas work 
together on projects. 

The majority of students 
enrolled in academics complete 
general education courses and earn 
two years credit at an affordable cost 
before transferring to a four-year 
^stitution to earn a bachelor’s 
degree. However, in the Associate 
Hegree Nursing program after 
c ompleting one year of pre-requisites 
^d gaining acceptance into the 
nursing program, students could 
emerge as graduates after two years. 


The humanities division included 
subjects concerned with human 
thought and culture. Although all 
students could enroll in any of the 
humanities, Honors Forum consisted 
of students who received invitations 
to join. As a group, these students 
learned characteristics and qualities 
of effective leaders. 

Studies in mathematics and 
sciences proved the most challenging 
for most students. In addition to time 
in lecture and lab, students devoted 
hours to studying outside the 
classroom in hopes of grasping 
pertinent concepts. 

Through the social sciences, 
students learned more about 
themselves as individuals and groups.

To discover how the actions and 
problems of past cultures affect us still 
today, student take a closer look at the 
history courses. American History and 
Western Civilization provide in-depth 
study into how civilizations have evolved 
and how past events affect future events. 


Personal and Community Health 
brings health issues to the forefront by 
revealing causes of diseases and effects of 
bad habits. To combat these negatives, 
student learn positive ways to maintain a 
lifestyle that ideally results in a long, 
healthy, and productive life. 

In Economics I and II, students learn 
how pricing and quantity through supply 
and demand affect their wallets. 

Psychology courses, such as General 
Psychology, Child Psychology, and 
Human Growth and Development, focus 



on the individual while sociology courses 
examine the culture, habits, and traditions 
of groups. 

Honors Forum, an "invitation only" 
leadership class, focuses on leadership 
abilities through in-class activities. 
Through these activities, students learn 
the qualifications of good leaders and take 
a closer look at what true leadership 
means. 

Social science courses allow students 
to get a clearer understanding of 
themselves and their surrounding world.

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Language allows us to communicate 
thoughts and ideas, and good 
communication skills lead to success in 
every realm of life. Students enrolled in 
English Composition and courses in 
foreign languages found that taking 
these courses enhanced their skills and 
made them more effective 
communicators. 

Essays in Composition I encourage 
students to convey their views through 
writings. Composition II students 


examine the writings of others through 
studies in poetry and short stories. To 
demonstrate their understanding of the 
literary elements authors use in their 
works, Comp II students compile a paper 
based on information gathered through 
extensive research of a particular author 
or work. 

A study in literature continues in 
British Literature, where students take a 
closer look into their past and the 
evolution of the English language. 

Students seeking an additional 


language challenge may find Spanish, 
French, or Japanese to be the answer. 
According to Spanish instructor Dr. 
Elaine Coney, "We may better 
understand ourselves if we study other 
languages." 

Whether it be to better understand 
ourselves or others, the ability to 
communicate effectively is important for 
future success.

Whatever the preference, students 
who complete a Fine Arts course or who 
perform on the field or stage gain a closer 
look at all that the Fine Arts can offer. 
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Math 
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o ne of the most agonizing subjects for 
many students to encounter in their 
pursuit of a degree is a course in 
mathematics. For others, it is a 
welcomed challenge. Despite the 
outlook, according to math instructor 
Josh Guest, “It’s not the actual math 
problem that’s important, rather the 
thought process that leads to a solution.” 

Understanding the diversity in 
students' mathematical backgrounds, 
math classes were offered spanning 


many levels of difficulty. Students 
lacking a solid background in algebra 
enrolled in Elementary or Intermediate 
Algebra to build toward future success 
in College Algebra. Elementary 
education majors took Real Numbers to 
learn the basics while business majors 
learned business basics through Statistics 
or Finite Math courses. 

For those enjoying a challenge or 
seeking a career in computer science and 
engineering, Trigonometry, Calculus, 
and Differential Equations offered 


students an expansive knowledge of 
higher level math. Although these 
classes were often smaller in student 
population, the intensity and level of 
difficulty were greater. 

Despite the math chosen or the 
feeling of uncertainty of success within 
the class, students gained confidence as 
they learned the essential foundation for 
building math knowledge. And, this 
gained knowledge paves the way for j 
success in extended math encounters in 
the workplace or university setting.

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I nquisitive minds seeking answers led 
students to enroll in lectures and 
laboratories in the field of science. 
Instructors in chemistry, physics, biology, 
botany, zoology, microbiology, and 
anatomy and physiology provided weekly 
experiments and lectures that enabled 
students to get a closer look at their 
surrounding world and all of its 
fascinating uncertainties. 

Detailed study of the cell, tissues, 
skin, bones, muscles, and various body 
systems in anatomy and physiology 
classes coupled with instruction about 
microbes, genetics, parasites, and bacteria 
in microbiology prepare students desiring 
careers as health care professionals. 


For those students not intending to be 
science majors, Principles of Biology I 
taught the basics of biological importance 
concerning scientific observation, basic 
chemistry, cell theory, cell structure, and 
anatomy and physiology of animal organ 
systems. 

Exploring and solving problems 
extended throughout the sciences from 
biology to chemistry, engineering 
mechanics, or physics class as students 
solved problems involving gas laws, heat 
capacity, or modern structure or formulas. 
Continued chemistry study includes a 
study of pH, buffers, hydrolysis, and basic 
organic compound families, and the 
specific reactions and preparations related 
to these compound families. Physics 


students discover basic principles 
regarding mechanics, heat, sound, light, 
and magnetism. 

Through the sciences, students have 
an opportunity to collect data, predict 
outcomes, mix chemicals, examine 
specimens, dissect animals, and study the 
universe to gain an understanding and 
appreciation for life, nature, and the 
heavenly bodies. In the process of 
acquiring such knowledge, students took a 
closer look at building goals and 
exhibiting self discipline which are 
essential skills for any career.

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Health Occupations 
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o ne of the most difficult and 

demanding careers today is nursing. With 
continued research, health information 
builds rapidly, as well as the need for 
knowledgeable health care professionals. 

As one of the most demanding and 
challenging areas of study at Southwest, 
the Associate Degree Nursing (ADN) 
program prepares its graduates to become 
registered nurses who will meet the 
expanding health care needs of the 
community. Its curriculum includes a 
balance of general education, current 
nursing theory, and laboratory experience. 

Before beginning the ADN program, 
students must complete prerequisite 
courses in Anatomy & Physiology I and 
H, English Composition I, microbiology, 


Intermediate Algebra, psychology, 
sociology, speech, and Human Growth 
and Development. Then, the two-year 
marathon of nursing fundamentals, med- 
surg, mental health, and nursing 
management starts. 

Students in the ADN program spent 
hours in lecture, lab, and clinical 
situations and even more hours in study as 
they endeavored to grasp and absorb 
hundreds of pages of concepts and theory. 
Clinicals helped clear many concepts as 
students took a closer look at the 
fundamentals and saw how they fit 
together. 

Graduates of the program receive an 
Associate of Science degree which enables 
individuals to give client care in beginning

tudents, who are ready for a 
career in a high-demand profession 
'dthout a four year wait, took a closer 
look at Southwest's career-technical 
programs. After completing any one of 
the more than twenty technical programs 
offered, graduates enter the workforce 
equipped with the skills and knowledge 
needed to excel. 

Added new to the list of career- 
technical programs this year was 
Occupational Safety and Health and 
courses in Licensed Practical Nursing. 

Operated under federal guidelines, 
the two-year Occupational Safety and 
Health course is the first of its kind to 
be offered in the state. Students wishing 
to pursue careers in health and safety 
management graduate from the program 
as OSHA technicians, also known as 
safety and health practitioners or 
occupational health and safety 
inspectors. 

With die OSHA program's flexible 
class schedule, many non-traditional 
students reentered school for the first 
time. Attending night or weekend 


classes, these students were able to work 
toward a new technical field of study 
while keeping their current employment 
status. 

Because of its high demand, the 
Licensed Practical Nursing program 
expanded. It added a new section which 
topped its enrollment status to sixty-four 
students. 

Southwest understands the demands 
industry places on its employees, so it 
continually evaluates its programs to 
ensure that they satisfy the demand for 
strong, skilled technologist to make 
Mississippians competitive and qualified 
for high-paying jobs. 

"Our ultimate goal is to serve the 
need of the community, " said Assistant 
Dean of Career and Technical 
Education Carey Lee. "It's very 
satisfying when you are able to 
contribute to its growth and 
development." 

With a 65 % increase in the demand 
for skilled employees in the job force, 
Southwest's career-technical programs 
deserve a closer look.

Campus Clock Tower 




ike a closer look at Southwest's campus and you can't miss the 
new forty foot tall, 12,000 pound clock tower. Centrally located beside 
the old cafeteria and the lake, the clock tower has an electronic carillon 
purchased from the van Bergen Bell Company of Charleston, South 
Carolina. The carillon plays programmed music that ranges from 
religious to seasonal during the noon hour and again in early evening. It 
also serves as a means to warn the campus of inclement weather or other 
emergencies. 

The tower was constructed by instructor Phil Evan's welding students 
and instructor Joe Juneau's well construction technology students, and 
instructor Brad Van Norman's electrical class was responsible for wiring 
the bell system. The tower project took almost a year to complete. With 
the construction of the main frame, five foot clock faces, and foundation 
finished last school year, this year's students built the steel roof, 
assembled and installed the clocks, and installed the bells and speakers. 

After all the hard work, the tower finally came to its completion 
September 14 when a crane lowered the tower to its base. "It's an 
overwhelming feeling to finally see it done," said instructor Joe Juneau. 
"The students realize that they have created a legacy for future 
generations to see." 

Serving as a new historical marker to adorn the campus, Southwest's 
clock tower deserves a closer look.

Library-Learning Resources Center 
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tudents quickly learned that knowing how to use library resources 
is a valuable and helpful part of getting an education. Whether it is an 
article on cell structure for biology or a short-story critique for English 
Composition II, students will find all types of information at their 
fingertips in the library. 

Housing more than 36,000 volumes of books, and 3,500 non-print 
items which include microfilm, video tapes, and CD-ROMS, the 
Library-Learning Resources Center (LLRC), commonly called the 
library, was a great resource to students, faculty, and the community 
throughout the school year. Rather than search the Internet, some 
library patrons preferred to check-out books for a more tangible 
approach, so they used the library's WebCat to search for in-house 
texts. Some students took a closer look at the 200 periodicals and 
newspapers on hand, while some attended class in adjoining 
classrooms, studied in carrels, study rooms, or vacant tables, or 
photocopied materials for classes. 

Just as the library provided support services to its many patrons, 
the Learning Lab, housed in the library, also served students who 
needed materials for speeches, projects, or papers or who needed that 
special, individualized attention regarding a particular subject. 

The Learning Lab buzzed with activity as students typed papers, 
outlines, or handouts, checked their e-mail accounts, and studied the 
various tutorials. If computerized tutoring did not suffice, tutors were 
on hand to give students individualized attention. 

Despite the need, the library provided resources and services to 
ensure educational success.
